Ja y C. Smith, who, with his family, 
i- -pending hi- vacation at Pelican 
Lake, Wisconsin, ha- written a very 
interesting letter which i- descriptive 
of his trip and also of the wilds of 
tin* country la* is visiting.

In traveling north through W iscon­ 
sin, Post lake is among the first of a 
large group of lakes, probably more 
than a thousand, dotted with summer 
re-orts, and visited hy fishermen in 
summer and hunter- and trappers in 
winter.
